Martial law may be against Col. Albright, but we are 
disposed to beheve that the voice of the community 
will be with him. Our present militia laws, require, it 
is true, the citizen to parade and drill, but both the 
letter and spurt of the system, have been constantly 
violated since its enactment; as no one will pretend 
to say that our ordinary parades and drilla, have been 
or are stncily im accordance with the statute. They 
have generally been been ridiculous exhilitions, vexatious 
to the p ble inh and prod: of great 
pRyusnce and much evil to society, and it is question- 
able whether the law altogether is not “ more honored 
im the breach than in the observance.” 
‘The present law, moreover, is essentially defective, 
and ite fulfilment to the letter would tail in accom- 
plishing the desived object, laudable as it may be. 
This fact was entirely apparent to the House of Re- 
presentatives, at its Jate season, and the secuons re- 
quiring public parades of the militia, were repealed by 
a large vote, there being not one vowe raised in favor 
of their continuance. In the Senate, however, 
ral Rogers, chairman of the Committee on the Miliua 
System, reported agamet the bill, for wich it im diffi- 
cult to asmgn any substantial reason, excepting that 
the Genera! end some of his military contemporanes 
were partial to midiary titles, and unwilling to abobsh 
them. Consequently the bill was lost, though all the 
delegates from the exty and county of Philadslpiua, 
labored wn ite behalf.
